JS'olliiiig could have been 
more ab.surd; and the system of comnier- 
cial aggression and general hostility to- 
wards Vancouver Island which was 
sadopled by tho Government of I b'e- main- 
land, brought things to such a state of 
aggravation, that, in a (It of despair, the 
House of Assembly in Victoria petitioued 
the Home Uoueriiinent for ilie reunion of 
the two colonics; and, fondly trii.stiiig to 
the liberality of the mother couiicry, ufl'cr- 
cd to- accept whatever^ institutious she

The governor of the mainland, who was 
then ill Rngland on leave of ubsenfo, w s 
cuiisulted, and the two colonies were 
shortly after united liy Act of Parliarneiil 
without a dissentient voice in eitlier 
House. The representative Gove^nme^l 
of Vaiiconver Jslaiid was abolished, the 
free [lorl of Victoria done away with, tind 
the hostile governor of the in liiiland re- 
upiiuiiited over the united colonies, with a 
legislative coancil consisting of 21 mcro- 
bers, of whom one-third dply^^wore for tho 
island, 14 being appointed by .thft gonorn 
or and the seven pthijrcs selected subject 
his ajiproval — a stropge (ahoiiialy when 
compared with ih6^ffee*'ihBtitutidiis of 
Canada. 

-The discontent which followed may well 

bo iiniigiiied: Vancouver Isliiiid was 
more iicylecicd and oppressed than ever; 
tlie trade of Victoria fell oil' — everybody 
who could left the place, and t^oine who 
remain are now calling out "unii xation" 
more from despair than from any real 
disloyalty. 

But British Columbia is the key of the 
North Pacific, Without her and the 
Saskatchewan territory tlio very oxisieiice 
ef Canada as a British fleiiciiiiency would 
bo comproniiscd, alid bcloro Ioiil^ at an 
end. Tho United States are already 
knocking at the door, and if the whole of 
British North America is not speedily 
connected by an overland communication 
or by railroad, Euglaiul may bid adieu 
before loug, not only to Caimd.i, but to a 
great portion of her trade with tho lOast.
